1 1 is not shown in the reference. Note that 2001/0046877 clearly shows that transmission is controlled based on received signal levels 
from mobile units, which necessarily is a random result dependent upon environmental factors. Therefore the claims cannot distinguish 
over the prior art determination because the claim language does not distinguish over a random result caused by environmental factors. 
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
